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Market  Report

At  the  shows 

At  this  writing,  the  1981  American  Numismatic 
Association  Convention,  scheduled  July  27  to 
August  2,  in  New  Orleans,  Louisiana,  is  just 
around  the  corner.  This  is  the  largest  numismatic 
event  of  the  year  and  an  emmense  amount  of 
trading  activity  is  expected  to  occur.  In  preparation, 
many  coin  dealers  are  currently  selling  a  large 
portion  of  their  inventory  so  they  will  have  a 
substantial  cash  flow  available  to  purchase  material 
that  week.  Other  dealers,  at  the  same  time,  are 
buying  coins  in  large  quantities  so  they  can  stock 
up  for  the  event. 

This  increased  buying  and  selling  has  strengthened 
the  market  considerably  and  present  prices  are 
holding  steady.  In  fact,  at  both  the  Metro 
Washington  Numismatic  Association  convention, 
in  Lanham,  Maryland,  and  Harvey’s  Innvitational 
Show,  in  Lake  Tahoe,  Nevada,  a  number  of  high- 
quality  specimens  were  not  available  at  current 
market  prices.  Instead,  they  were  commanding 
impressive  premiums,  which  is  a  clear  sign  of  a 
firmer  market. 

Next  month,  we’ll  give  you  a  full  analysis  of  activity 
at  the  ANA  convention.  We’re  expecting  a  huge 
amount  of  trading  to  take  place  and,  consequently, 
set  the  pace  of  future  rare  coin  trends. 


Gold 

Gold  bullion,  after  plunging  into  the  $390s  last 
month,  is  currently  at  the  $415  level.  This  is  still 
about  $47  less  than  our  July  report  and  bullion- 
related  items,  such  as  Kruggerands  and  Maple 
Leafs,  have  adjusted  accordingly.  In  the  collectible 
area,  dealers  are  finding  it  difficult  to  replenish 
stocks  of  circulated  material  at  today’s  low  levels.  In 
particular,  Liberty  Head  Half  Eagles,  Liberty  Head 
Eagles  and  Indian  Head  Eagles  are  elusive  in  VF  to 
EF  condition.  Many  Want  Lists  also  include  all 
denominations  of  better-date  BU  coins  and 
specimens  in  MS-65  condition  or  better. 


Silver 

Silver  bullion  dropped  nearly  $2  since  our  last 
report,  currently  hovering  in  the  $8.75  range. 
Though  the  bullion  market  is  not  directly  related  to 
the  collectible  coin  area,  several  series  softened 
during  the  past  few  weeks.  Specifically,  circulated 
silver  dollars,  Roosevelt  Dimes,  Washington 
Quarters  and  Franklin  Half  Dollar  rolls  from  1959 
to  1964  have  seen  price  reductions.  Some  Mercury 
Dime  issues,  and  both  Proof  Sets  and  Mint  Sets, 
have  also  taken  a  slight  dip  in  price. 

However,  BU  and  Uncirculated  silver  dollars  in 
MS-65  condition  and  above  are  flourishing  in  the 
present  market.  In  particular,  accurately-graded 
Morgan  Dollars  in  MS-65  condition  have 
experienced  impressive  price  leaps  during  the  past 
few  weeks.  Dealers  are  clearly  willing  to  pay 
substantial  premiums  for  top-quality  specimens.  BU 
dollar  rolls  are  also  holding  strong  at  current  price 
levels,  while  Walking  Liberty  Half  Dollars  in  MS-65 
condition  or  above  are  beginning  to  appear  more 
frequently  on  Want  Lists. 

Commemoratives 

After  several  weeks  of  fluctuating  prices,  the 
commemorative  market  seems  to  have  settled  down 
somewhat.  However,  specimens  in  MS-65 
condition  or  above  are  still  bringing  impressive 
premiums  when  offered  on  the  market.  Some  issues 
in  EF/ AU  to  MS-63  condition  are  also  being 
sought  by  dealers  and  collector/investors. 

Gold  commemoratives  still  appear  to  be  on  the 
verge  of  an  upward  price  swing.  Several  issues  are 
showing  up  on  an  increasing  number  of  Want 
Lists,  particularly  accurately  -graded  specimens  in 
MS-60  condition  or  above. 

Copper 

Though  the  market  has  weakened  somewhat, 
Uncirculated  Half  Cents,  Large  Cents  and  Lincoln 
Cents  in  MS-65  condition  or  above  are  selling  at 
prices  above  current  bid  levels.  Uncirculated  Indian 
Cents  have  softened,  though  dealers  are  quite 
willing  to  pay  present  prices  for  exceptional  pieces. 

Currency 

Last  month,  the  81st  International  Paper  Money 
Show  was  held  in  Memphis,  Tennessee,  and,  as 
predicted,  high-quality  specimens  of  Fractional 
Currency  were  noticeably  absent.  The  few  notes

Morgan  Dollars: 
Coined 

In  Controversy

The  story  of  Morgan  Dollars  is  primarily  a 
story  of  American  politics.  This  popular 
series,  perhaps  more  than  any  other,  has 
been  subject  to  congressional  acts,  pressure  from 
special  interest  groups,  and  the  incumbent  U.S. 
President’s  stand  on  silver.  The  federal  government, 
by  ordering  massive  silver  dollar  meltdowns  in  1918 
and  1942,  has  had  an  unusually  strong  hand  in 
determining  the  current  availability  of  many  issues. 
Even  later,  by  releasing  hundreds  of  thousands  of 
silver  dollars  in  the  1960’s,  and  conducting  the 
famous  Carson  City  sales  in  the  1970’s,  the 
government  helped  generate  widespread 
interest  in  Morgan  Dollars. 

As  a  result,  the  Morgan  Dollar  series,  issued  an¬ 
nually  from  1878  to  1904  and  again  in  1921,  is  an 
alluring  mixture  of  mint  rarities  and  die  varieties 
that  has  intrigued  numismatic  collectors  for 
decades.  Because  of  their  tremendous  popularity, 
Morgan  Dollars  have  also  become  a  staple  in 
thousands  of  investor  portfolios. 

These  attractive  coins,  often  referred  to  as  “cart¬ 
wheels,”  were  introduced  in  response  to  over¬ 
whelming  pressure  from  mining  interests  in  the 
Western  part  of  the  country.  At  the  time,  an  in¬ 
creasing  number  of  silver  deposits  were  discovered 
and  Western  congressmen  wanted  the  metal  con¬ 
sumed  and  used  for  silver  coinage.  In  1873,  the 
federal  government  had  demonetized  silver,  instead 
favoring  a  gold  standard  alone.  Many  citizens  felt 
this  move  directly  contributed  to  a  sagging 
economy  and  saw  the  answer  in  a  return  to  silver 
coinage.  This  attitude  strengthened  the  Western 
lobbying  effort  and  on  February  28,  1878,  the 
Bland- Allison  Act,  named  after  its  sponsors,  was 
signed  into  law.  The  legislation  restored  legal  tender 
status  to  silver,  but  with  an  unusual  twist.  The 
Treasury  was  instructed  to  purchase  from  two  to 
four  million  dollars  of  silver  each  month  to  coin 
silver  dollars.  This  was  far  higher  than  any  previous 
allotment  for  a  single  denomination. 


As  early  as  1876,  Mint  officials  had  anticipated 
silver  dollar  legislation.  To  get  a  head  start  on  the 
project,  Philadelphia  Mint  Director  H.R.  Linder- 
man  wrote  to  the  Director  of  the  London  Mint, 
asking  if  he  could  find  “a  first  class  die-sinker  who 
would  be  willing  to  take  the  position  of  Assistant 
Engraver  at  the  Mint  in  Philadelphia.”  Apparently 
Linderman  felt  that  William  Barber,  then  Chief 
Engraver  of  the  Philadelphia  Mint,  and  his  assis¬ 
tant,  his  son  Charles  Barber,  were  not  qualified  for 
the  job  of  designing  a  new  silver  dollar.

On  the  advice  of  his  London  counterpart,  Linder¬ 
man  selected  31-year-old  George  T.  Morgan  for  the 
position.  Morgan  arrived  at  the  Philadelphia  Mint 
late  in  1876  and  began  designing  half  dollar  and  ten 
dollar  patterns.  He  immediately  enrolled  in  the 
Academy  of  Fine  Arts  in  Philadelphia  to  study 
Greek  profiles,  and  sought  the  help  of  a  friend, 
artist  Thomas  Eakins,  to  find  a  model  for  Liberty. 
Morgan  eventually  chose  a  19-year-old  Philadelphia 
kindergarten  teacher  named  Anna  Williams.  She 
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Morgan  Dollars 


was  a  modest  young  woman  who  somewhat  reluc¬ 
tantly  had  five  sittings  with  Morgan  during 
November,  1876.  In  fact,  her  identity  was  kept 
secret  until  three  years  later  when  a  newspaperman 
discovered  that  her  profile  was  reproduced  with  an 
amazing  likeness  on  the  Morgan  Dollar. 

Morgan  was  so  impressed  with  Anna  Williams  that 
he  reportedly  said  her  profile  was  “the  most  nearly 
perfect”  he  had  seen  in  either  England  or  the 
United  States.  Though  she  was  rather  plump,  the 
young  woman  was  known  to  carry  herself  with 
poise  and  statliness.  Her  classic  features  and 
dignified  posture,  as  depicted  on  the  obverse  of  the 
Morgan  Dollar,  do,  in  fact,  exude  a  strong  sense  of 
confidence  and  determination. 

In  October,  1877,  four  months  before  the  Bland- 
Allison  Act  was  approved,  Mint  Director  Linder- 
man  told  Morgan  to  begin  work  on  a  silver  dollar 
pattern,  using  one  of  his  earlier  half  dollar  pattern 
designs.  Meanwhile,  Assistant  Engraver  William 
Barber  came  up  with  his  own  silver  dollar  patterns 
and  in  December,  1877,  Linderman  received 
six  silver  dollar  patterns  bearing  designs 
created  by  both  men. 

Predictably,  Linderman  selected  one  of  Morgan’s 
patterns.  His  decision  was  based  on  the  fact  that 
the  Morgan  design  had  the  lowest  relief,  thus  re¬ 
quiring  the  least  striking  power  to  bring  up  the  im¬ 
ages  and  inscriptions.  It  was  also  believed  to  cause 
the  shortest  delay  in  producing  working  dies  and 
Mint  officials  were  under  immense  pressure  to  begin 
issuing  the  new  coins.  Just  two  weeks  after  the 
Bland-Allison  Act  was  passed,  the  first  Morgan 
Dollars  rolled  off  the  presses. 

The  1878  “7  over  8  tailfeather  variety” 

he  new  coin,  however,  was  immediately 
condemned  by  ornithological  experts 
because  the  eagle  on  the  reverse  had  eight 
tailfeathers.  Realistically,  they  said,  eagles  had  an 
odd  number  of  tailfeathers,  with  the  longest  at  the 
center.  As  a  result,  new  hubs  and  dies  were  made 
up  for  the  coin  that  changed  the  number  of 
tailfeathers  from  eight  to  seven,  and  further  reduced 
the  relief.  But  because  of  the  tremendous  pressure 
on  the  Mint  to  meet  the  $2,000,000  monthly  silver 
dollar  quota,  the  old  dies  were  not  thrown  away. 
Instead,  they  were  overpunched  with  hub  dies  that 
had  seven  tailfeathers,  creating  what  collectors  refer 
to  as  the  1878  “7  over  8  tailfeather  variety.”  An 
estimated  800,000  of  these  coins  were  minted  before 
the  overpunched  hub  dies  wore  out. 


Even  after  this  modification,  the  reverse  of  the  coin 
was  sharply  criticized  by  both  the  general  public 
and  by  numismatic  experts.  Many  felt  the  eagle 
lacked  artistic  merit.  Even  Mint  Director 
Linderman  was  unhappy  with  the  final  result.  In  a 
memo  to  Morgan  he  wrote  that  the  eagle  “looks  a 
little  as  if  it  had  been  drawn  from  a  model  instead 
of  from  life,  and  it  is  evident  that  the  artist  has 
suffered  from  the  necessity  of  crowding  so 
much  in  a  limited  space.” 


Despite  some  dissatisfaction  with  the  Morgan 
Dollar,  it  was  far  too  late  to  make  any  major 
changes.  The  U.S.  minting  facilities  were  already  in 
a  frenzy  trying  to  meet  the  monthly  minimum  set 
by  the  Bland-Allison  Act.  By  year’s  end,  more  than 
22,000,000  Morgan  Dollars  —  a  numismatic  record 
—  poured  out  of  the  Philadelphia,  San  Francisco 
and  Carson  City  mints. 

Not  surprisingly,  the  silver  dollar  surplus  was  both 
immediate  and  overwhelming.  Because  the  coins 
were  bulky  and  cumbersome,  they  were  only  used 
in  commerce  in  the  western  states,  where  politicians 
wanted  to  make  citizens  aware  of  silver  metal. 

The  remaining  amount  was  salted  away  in 
Treasury  vaults. 

In  spite  of  a  virtually  non-existent  demand  for  silver 
dollars,  production  continued  at  a  staggering  pace. 
From  1879  to  1883,  an  estimated  27,000,000  were 
struck  annually.  Production  rose  even  further  until 
1890,  when  38,000,000  Morgan  Dollars  were  issued 
from  minting  facilities.  One  point  to  keep  in  mind 
is  that  Grover  Cleveland,  a  silver  coinage  oppo¬ 
nent,  was  elected  President  in  1884.  This  kind  of 
anti-silver  sentiment,  coupled  with  the  high  relative 
cost  of  minting  at  the  western  facilities,  resulted  in

Morgan  Dollars 


(Continued  from  page  6) 

an  extremely  erratic  silver  dollar  production  at  the 
San  Francisco  and  Carson  City  mints.  Almost  the 
entire  burden  fell  on  the  shoulders  of  the 
Philadelphia  and  New  Orleans  facilities. 

By  mid-1890,  a  monumental  378,166,793  Morgan 
Dollars  had  been  produced  and  only  one-sixth  of 
this  total  was  believed  to  be  in  circulation.  But 
Benjamin  Harrison,  a  firm  silver  supporter,  was 
now  President,  and  Western  mining  interests  still 
had  a  strong  voice  in  Congress.  Again,  as  in  the 
1870s,  many  also  saw  an  increased  silver  production 
as  the  answer  to  a  sagging  economy.  Consequently, 
the  Sherman  Silver  Purchase  Act  of  1890  became 
law.  The  legislation  stated  that  4,500,000  ounces  of 
silver  were  to  be  purchased  monthly  by  the  govern- 
ment  at  a  price  not  exceeding  one  dollar  for  each 
371.25  grains.  The  silver  bullion  purchases  were  to 
be  paid  by  Treasury  notes  that  could  be  redeemed 
in  silver  or  gold. 

In  1893*,  a  severe  financial  panic  swept  the  country, 
including  a  seriously  dwindling  supply  of  gold 
reserves,  which  many  attributed  to  the  Sherman 
Act.  Congress  moved  swiftly  to  repeal  the  law.  It 
was  during  this  period,  from  1893  to  1895,  that 
many  of  the  major  rarities  in  the  series 
were  minted. 


The  clearcut  “king”  of  the  Morgan  Dollars,  for  ex¬ 
ample,  is  the  1893-S,  which  had  a  mintage  of 
100,000.  This  issue  is  exceedingly  rare  in  Uncir¬ 
culated  condition  and  a  specimen  in  MS-65  is  today 
valued  in  the  $60,000  range.  The  1892-S,  1894-P, 
1894-0,  semi-keys  to  the  series,  are  also  difficult  to 
obtain  in  Uncirculated  condition.  One  other  issue, 
the  1895-P,  is  also  worth  pointing  out.  Though 
12,880  silver  dollars  were  minted,  only  a  portion  of 
the  880  Proof  specimens  have  come  to  light.  The  re¬ 
maining  business  strikes  never  surfaced,  although 
there  is  some  speculation  that  one  or  two 
specimens  may  exist. 


In  1896,  the  Morgan  Dollar  production  was  again 
on  the  upswing.  Two  years  later,  however,  Presi¬ 
dent  William  McKinley,  a  silver  opponent,  suc¬ 
cessfully  urged  Congress  to  pass  the  Act  of  1898, 
which  prohibited  any  further  purchase  of  silver 
bullion.  The  legislation  did  provide  for  the  coinage 
of  the  bullion  bought  earlier  under  the  Sherman 
Act.  By  1904,  when  the  Treasury  supply  of  silver 
was  depleted,  a  mammoth  total  of  570,000,000 
Morgan  Dollars  had  been  authorized  by  the 
federal  government. 

It  is  ironic  that  14  years  later,  under  the  Pittman 
Act  of  1918,  the  Treasury  reached  into  its  vaults 
and  melted  270,232,722  silver  dollars  —  more  than 
one-third  of  the  total  mintage  to  date.  This  silver 
was  converted  to  bullion  and  either  sold  to 
England  or  used  for  minor  coinage.  The  numis¬ 
matic  fraternity  collectively  shudders  when 
remembering  that  the  coins  melted  were  arbitrarily 
selected.  Dates,  mintmarks  and  condition  had  no 
bearing.  In  some  cases,  as  in  the  1895  Philadelphia 
issue,  experts  believe  that  nearly  entire  mintages 
were  destroyed.  This  massive  meltdown  also  cut 
deeply  into  the  supply  of  1900  to  1904  issues,  which 
were  the  last  to  be  placed  in  the  Treasury  vaults 
and  were  the  most  readily  accessible. 

The  Pittman  Act  also  provided  for  the  mintage  of 
86,730,999  additional  Morgan  Dollars  in  1921.  This 
occurred  because  the  legislation  provided  for  the 
replacement  of  the  silver  dollars  melted  by  directing 
the  Treasury  to  purchase  an  equal  amount  of 
domestic  silver.  Later  that  year,  the  Morgan  design 
was  replaced  by  the  Peace  Dollar,  created  by 
Anthony  DeFrancisci. 

In  1942,  during  World  War  II,  an  additional 
50,000,000  Morgan  and  Peace  dollars  were  melted 
and  the  bullion  was  converted  into  wartime  uses, 
including  the  Manhattan  Project  which  eventually 
produced  the  atomic  bomb. 

The  silver  dollar  rush 

espite  such  huge  losses,  the  Morgan  Dollar 
series  was  always  collected  with  fervor.  In 
fact,  until  the  early  1960s,  many  people 
could  assemble  a  nearly-complete  set  of  dollars 
simply  by  searching  through  circulation.  It  was  un¬ 
necessary  to  go  to  a  coin  dealer,  except  to  obtain 
rarities  such  as  the  1893-S. 

The  Treasury  also  encouraged  the  general  public  to 
buy  the  coins  at  face  value  around  the  Christmas 
season.  For  years,  earlier-dated  dollars  were  pur- 
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chased  and  used  as  gifts  or  family  and  friends.  But 
in  1958,  this  trickle  became  a  flood.  Suddenly, 
citizens  were  flocking  to  the  Treasury  in  the 
thousands.  The  silver  dollar  rush  had  begun. 

From  1958  to  1960,  nearly  58  million  Morgan  and 
Peace  Dollars  were  sold  at  face  value.  This  figure 
soared  to  66  million  in  1963,  and  during  the  first 
three  months  of  1964,  an  additional  25  million 
silver  dollars  were  released  by  the  Treasury.  Finally, 
with  only  2.9  million  silver  dollars  remaining,  most 
of  which  were  Carson  City  issues,  the  Treasury 
doors  were  closed. 

This  rush  was  caused  by  several  factors.  During  the 
early  1960s,  the  price  of  silver  was  on  the  upswing 
and  many  people  melted  the  dollars  for  their  silver 
content.  At  the  same  time,  newspaper  articles  took 
note  of  the  decreasing  supply,  causing  people  to 
rush  out  and  buy  more  coins.  The  final  push  came 
in  1962  when  several  New  Orleans  issues,  struck 
from  1898  to  1904,  were  released  by  the  Treasury  in 
bag  quantities.  Several  dates  were  thought  to  be 
melted  years  earlier.  Among  these  were  the  rare 
1903-0  (which  in  1962  cataloged  in  R.S.  Yeoman’s 
Guidebook  of  U.S.  Coins  for  $1,500  in  Uncir¬ 
culated  condition),  the  1904-0  and  the  189843. 

When  the  dust  settled,  the  1903-0  had  toppled 
from  its  perch.  Uncirculated  specimens  sold  for  as 
low  as  $17  each. 

Though  other  issues  saw  temporary  price  reduc¬ 
tions  because  of  increased  availability,  nationwide 
publicity  on  the  release  generated  tremendous  col¬ 
lector  interest.  By  the  late  1960s,  the  overall  de¬ 
mand  for  silver  dollars  clearly  outweighed  the 
supply.  Overall,  the  Morgan  Dollar  series  saw  firm 
price  advances. 

The  federal  goverment  soon  realized  that  the  silver 
dollars  held  back  during  the  rush  had  special 
numismatic  value.  Most  of  the  Uncirculated 
Carson  City  issues  were  widely  sought  by  collectors. 
As  a  result,  during  the  1970s,  the  General  Services 
Administration  began  a  comprehensive  advertising 
campaign  to  promote  several  mail  bid  auctions  at 
which  collectors  could  bid  for  the  issues  they 
desired.  These  Carson  City  sales,  because  of  the 
amount  of  publicity  involved  and  the  wide  distribu¬ 
tion  of  the  auctioned  coins,  further  broadened  the 
Morgan  Dollar  collector  base.  Consequently,  the 
demand  for  the  coins  was  higher  and  the  series  con¬ 
tinued  to  see  upward  price  movement. 


As  previously  indicated,  when  the  collector  base 
widens,  the  value  of  Morgan  Dollars  increases.  In 
fact,  most  issues  in  the  series  have  seen  extraor¬ 
dinary  price  advances.  The  1889-CC,  as  just  one 
example,  catalogued  in  the  1975  issue  of  the 
Guidebook  of  U.S.  Coins  at  $2,000  in  Uncir¬ 
culated  condition  and  in  1981  catalogued  at  $6,000 
in  Uncirculated  condition.  (A  June  issue  of  the 
Coin  Dealer  Newsletter,  which  more  accurately 
reflects  market  values,  listed  the  coin  at  $26,000  in 
MS-65.)  Even  common  dates  continuously  register 
solid  advances.  At  this  writing,  only  six  issues  are 
listed  in  the  Coin  Dealer  Newsletter  for  under 
$100  in  MS-65. 

Because  of  the  increased  collector  demand,  and  the 
large  number  of  Morgan  Dollar  rarities,  it  is  very 
difficult  today  to  put  together  a  complete  set  in  Un¬ 
circulated  condition.  While  most  collectors  and  in¬ 
vestors  work  on  assembling  date  or  mintmark  sets, 
others  specialize  in  obtaining  Prooflike  Morgan 
Dollars  which  are  exceptionally  beautiful  coins. 

Today,  the  Coin  Dealer  Newsletter  registers  ad¬ 
vances  for  Uncirculated  Morgan  Dollars  almost  on 
a  weekly  basis,  which  is  a  clear  incentive  for  hun¬ 
dreds  of  investors.  At  the  same  time,  the  romance 
and  excitment  surrounding  the  series  draws 
thousands  of  new  collectors.  In  fact,  the  tremen¬ 
dous  popularity  of  the  series  is  expected  to  continue 
to  increase  as  a  rising  number  of  collectors,  and  in¬ 
vestors,  realize  that  Morgan  Dollars  are  valuable 
additions  to  any  rare  coin  portfolio.

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Paper  Money  Prospers 
As  Demand  Rises

New  England  Currency  Specialist 

United  States  currency  is  rapidly  climbing  the 
ranks  of  popular,  and  profitable,  collectible  items. 
During  the  past  few  years,  the  overall  demand  for 
paper  money  has  surged,  and  consequently,  many 
areas  have  enjoyed  round  after  round  of 
price  gains. 

Interest  in  paper  money  gained  momentum  during 
the  mid-1970s,  when  the  rare  coin  market  was 
beginning  its  record-breaking  ascent.  Many  collec¬ 
tors  began  looking  at  the  natural  adjunct  to  rare 
coins  —  paper  money.  They  saw  this  as  an  under¬ 
valued  collectible  area  that  was  on  the  verge  of 
substantial  price  advances.  Hobbyists  were  also 
drawn  to  the  wide  selection  of  vibrant,  colorful 
designs,  often  executed  with  impressive  detail. 
History  buffs,  in  particular,  were  captivated  by  the 
historical  richness  of  the  notes. 

In  a  short  time,  newsletters,  books  and  price  lists 
began  appearing  to  give  the  currency  market  far 
more  exposure  than  ever  before.  This  new 
awareness  of  paper  money  as  a  collectible  asset, 
in  turn,  generated  even  more  interest. 

Investors  soon  realized  that  the  currency  market 
was  greatly  undervalued,  so  they  began  buying  up 
high-quality  material  in  anticipation  of  future  price 
gains.  The  impact  of  this  added  capital  was  an  up¬ 
ward  swing  in  prices. 

But  it  is  still  the  sturdy  collector  base,  much  like 
rare  coins,  that  gives  the  currency  market  its  in¬ 
herent  financial  stability.  These  hobbyists  generally 
buy  material  for  historical  value  or  artistic  merit,  so 
they  are  less  susceptible  to  downward  swings  in 
general  economic  cycles.  As  a  result,  they  cushion 
the  market  against  severe  price  drops. 

Other  than  the  collector  and  investor  demand,  a 
second  factor  plays  a  vital  role  in  the  currency 
market-rarity.  The  overall  paper  money  survival 
rate  is  far  less  than  that  of  coins,  particularly  when 
considering  high-quality  material.  This  is  partially 


due  to  the  nature  of  currency;  it  is  delicate,  easily 
torn,  wrinkled  and  folded.  An  exceptionally  large 
number  of  notes  have  been  victims  of  attrition. 

One  other  drawback  is  that  over  the  years,  citizens 
often  had  little  faith  in  the  value  of  currency. 
Subsequently,  few  large  paper  money  hoards  have 
surfaced.  Coins,  on  the  other  hand,  had  a  clear-cut 
metal  value,  which  prompted  many  people  to  squir¬ 
rel  them  away  during  periods  of  economic  turmoil. 

Today’s  currency  collector,  however,  should  not  be 
discouraged  by  this  rarity  factor.  Paper  money 
offers  hobbyists  a  wide  margin  of  personal  creativity 
and  financial  flexibility.  There  are  numerous 
ways  to  assemble  an  impressive,  and  affordable, 
currency  portfolio. 

These  notes,  with  their  large  engraving  surfaces,  are 
colorful,  detailed  and  often  exotic.  Engravers  were 
free  to  take  far  more  artistic  liberties  than  with 
coinage  and  the  result  was  a  selection  of  elegant, 
ornate  masterpieces.  Consider,  for  example,  the  $10 
Legal  Tender  “Bison”  note.  This  specimen  has  a 
graphic  depiction  of  the  buffalo,  Black  Diamond, 
nestled  between  portraits  of  explorers  Meriwether 
Lewis  and  William  Clark.  Black  Diamond  was  also 
the  model  used  by  designer  James  Fraser  for  the 
Buffalo  Nickel  issued  in  1913.  Though  the  coin  is 
distinctive  in  a  sculptural  sense,  it  still  lacks  the 
detail  and  depth  of  the  paper  money  version.

The  Bison  note  is  also  financially  appealing.  In 
Paper  Money  of  the  United  States  by  Robert 
Friedberg,  the  nine  varieties  of  this  issue  catalogued 
at  $450  in  Choice  Uncirculated  condition  in  1978. 
These  same  notes  jumped  to  $2,900  in  the  1981 
catalog.  Yet,  at  the  same  time,  several  varieties  are 
listed  in  the  $250  range  in  Very  Fine  condition, 
which  is  affordable  for  thousands  of  collectors. 

One  of  the  most  beautiful  Large  size  notes  is  the  $  1 
Silver  Certificate  that  is  part  of  the  Educational 
Series.  The  front  of  this  specimen,  designed  by  Will 
H.  Low  and  engraved  by  Charles  Schlect,  depicts 
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an  allegorical  figure  of  history,  with  one  arm 
around  a  young  child  and  the  other  pointing 
toward  the  Constitution,  as  if  she  is  instructing  the 
youth.  The  Washington  Monument  and  U.S. 
Capital  are  shown  in  the  background  and  the 
names  of  famous  Americans,  in  small  wreaths, 
frame  the  engraving.  It  is  a  stunning  work  of  art.

Because  of  the  wide  variety  of  Large  Size  Notes, 
many  collectors  try  to  assemble  type  sets  by  in¬ 
cluding  a  specimen  of  each  major  design.  Others 
specialize  in  putting  together  collections  of  impor¬ 
tant  leaders.  George  Washington,  as  one  example, 
appears  on  dozens  of  Large  Size  Notes.  A  signature 
collection,  including  one  or  more  combinations  of 
signatures  of  Treasury  Officials,  is  fascinating  for 
many  hobbists  who  want  to  concentrate  on  a 
particular  issue. 

Many  turn  to  Large  Size  National  Bank  Notes, 
which  were  issued  by  thousands  of  private  banks 
from  1863  to  1929.  These  exist  in  such  vast  quan¬ 
tities  that  most  collectors  are  challenged  by  the 
thought  of  assembling  a  set  by  states,  capitols  or 
banks.  The  engravings  are  beautiful,  and  many 
trace  the  growth  of  the  nation.  For  instance,  on  the 
$1  First  Charter  Notes  is  a  wonderful  rendering  of 
the  Pilgrims’  landing  in  America.  The  famous  1775 
Battle  of  Lexington  is  depicted  on  the  back  of  the 
$20  Second  Charter  Notes. 

Another  major  area  of  collector  interest  is  Small 
Size  Notes.  Though  most  issues  simply  bear  stand¬ 
ard  portraits  of  famous  Americans,  there  are  still 
several  varieties  that  attract  hobbyists.  One  unusual 
issue  involves  the  1935-A  $1  Silver  Certificate.  That 
year,  two  varieties  of  the  note  were  printed  on  dif¬ 
ferent  types  of  paper  on  a  trial  basis.  To  signify  the 
difference,  these  specimens  have  a  red  control  letter 
“R”  or  “S”  shown  on  the  front. 

World  War  II  Emergency  Notes,  issued  in  $1,  $5, 
and  $10  and  $20  denominations,  are  also  popular 
collectibles.  These  notes  were  printed  for  the  ter¬ 


ritory  of  Hawaii  shortly  after  the  attack  on  Pearl 
Harbor.  The  United  States  wanted  them  easily 
recognized  in  case  the  Japanese  occupied  Hawaii. 
Each  specimen  has  the  word  “Hawaii”  printed  in 
large  letters  across  the  back  and  the  seal  and  serial 
numbers  are  brown,  instead  of  blue. 

Many  collectors  and  investors  prefer  to  put 
together  a  set  of  Fractional  Currency,  which  was 
issued  from  1862  to  1876  in  3<z,  5c,  10c,  15c,  25c, 
and  50c  denominations.  Despite  a  relatively  small 
engravings  area,  these  notes  have  elaborate  design 
detail.  Because  there  are  only  24  major  types  in  the 
entire  series,  hobbyists  find  it  challenging  to  assem¬ 
ble  a  type  set  of  Choice  Uncirculated  notes. 

Thousands  of  newcomers  are  continuously 
attracted  to  the  wide  selection  of  designs  and  large 
variety  of  series  offered  in  the  area  of  paper  money. 
Both  collectors  and  investors  realize  that  United 
States  currency  is  brimming  with  artistic  integrity, 
historical  significance  and  financial  potential.  This 
increasing  interest,  in  turn,  creates  a  strong  demand 
for  high-quality  material.  As  we  have  seen 
repeatedly  in  the  rare  coin  market,  an  expanding 
buyer  base  is  a  solid  indicator  of  future 
price  advances.

that  were  offered  traded  hands  well  in  excess  of  bid 
sheet  prices.  Small  Size  Notes  were  not  available  at 
current  bid  levels,  instead  specimens  were 
commanding  impressive  premiums.  Overall, 
activity  was  slow  for  Large  Size  Notes,  though 
prices  are  firm  at  the  present  level  and  experts 
believe  this  area  of  the  market  has  bottomed  out. 

World  Coins 

Despite  an  unsettled  world  economic  climate, 
collectors  and  investors  are  actively  seeking  out  the 
most  expensive  rarities  in  the  world  coin  area. 
Some  market  analysts  attribute  this  to  the  fact  that 
American  buyers  are  opting  to  purchase  top-quality 
material  while  the  U.S.  dollar  remains  strong.  They 
are  trying  to  beat  out  their  European  counterparts 
before  foreign  currencies  catch  up  to  our  dollar 
value.  Particular  areas  of  world  coin  interest 
include  Early  Proof  issues,  and  medium-priced 
gold  specimens.
